hand, the rapidly developing facts mass education all 
educational levels, including the college level. 


The Immediate Effect 


The facts about the postwar impact the great masses new 
clamoring for college education have been glossed over. 
Whatever the facts about the “marks” received the veterans, 
the outcome must result dilution the quality higher 
education. The new director the division higher education 
Office Education, John Dale Russell, has pointed 
out that: 

With laboratory periods extended well beyond the normal 
day; with single classes often enrolling hundreds students; 
vith many classrooms equipped with folding chairs accommodate far 
beyond their rated capacity; with makeshift study halls set lieu 
adequate library reading rooms; and with large numbers institutions 
more and more local provincial character because 
the preferences given residents their own states, evident 
that the quality the educational experience for large numbers 
college students below that offered the prewar period.

II. The Main Issues

III. The Historical Development 


Let indicate briefly the problem mass education 
emerged. The passage compulsory school laws, not always en- 
forced, was, during the nineteenth century, the basic fact the 
rapid increase children the common schools, i.e., the elemen- 
tary schools, particularly the urban areas. The progressive rais- 
ing the ages compulsory attendance, the provision more 
effective administrative machinery promote attendance have 
now had their effect not only the elementary schools but the 
high school, too. The Kalamazoo decision 1873 cleared away 
any doubt the right the state provide high schools 
(and higher education). with the development mass edu- 
cation, more euphemistically, the democratization education 
the secondary and college levels that are concerned, i.e., 
“the education all the children all the people.” 

The history American secondary education told the 
history three educational institutions: the Latin grammar 
school, the academy, and the public high school. The Latin gram- 
mar school “served,” Koos says, small portion only one 
the sexes with course restricted the classics and with 
eye single college preparation.” The academy, still largely 
private school, open both sexes with broader curriculum, in- 
cluded vocational topics along with the continuing subjects the 
Latin grammar school during the middle period. Then followed 
the cosmopolitan high school, free, coeducational, taking almost 
all knowledge its province, with however de-emphasis the 
classical curriculum and becoming the twenties “the people’s 
college.” From its original status four year institution be- 
tween the elementary school and the college, the high school has 
now reached downward establish the junior high school and 
upward create the junior college. 

There was similar development the field college educa- 
tion. the period the great colleges the country 
developed: Harvard, 1636; William and Mary, 1693; Yale, 1701; 
Princeton, 1754; University Pennsylvania, 1755; Columbia, 
1754; Brown University, 1765; Rutger, 1766; and Dartmouth, 
1769. 

During the period 1776-1800 thirteen colleges were estab- 
During the nineteenth century 449 colleges were estab- 
lished, principally the North Central States. This does not

reached the colleges and were quite influential. With the begin- 
ning the State University North Carolina 1792, had 
one the characteristic developments the nineteenth century, 
the expansion the state the control and administration 
higher education. This was further accentuated the junior col- 
lege movement. 

The number students attending high schools the nineteenth 
century was not very great nor substantial part the popula- 
tion. 1900 there were 519,251 people attending high schools. 
This number has doubled every decade since. The figures are 
shown the following table:

The figures for the higher institutions learning are even more 
startling. There was relatively very slow development student 
enrollment the nineteenth century. But 1900 movement 
began which shown best the following table:

Some the significant things this develpoment mass edu- 
cation may noted: 


Secondary education and higher education was progres- 
sively open and taken advantage economic and social 
classes not reached the earlier development these institu- 
tions which the base higher education was considerably 
broadened. 

This meant different type student with different ex- 
perience and different outlook the secondary schools and 
the colleges. 

The curriculum was very rapidly extended the twentieth 
century that practically subject not taught both the 
secondary school and the colleges. There was progressive 
de-emphasis the classical curriculum. The secondary schools 
cease exclusively college preparatory schools and the col- 
leges cease exclusively institutions for social leadership 
for preparations for the professions law, medicine, and 
theology. 

One the striking characteristics this development was 
the rapidly expanding influence control public authority 
these educational institutions and the establishment state 
institutions that, though there are more privately controlled 
institutions than public, the great body students are the 
public institutions. 

The increasing demand for higher education with the 
present plant facilities and available teachers creates very 
serious problem both with reference the dilution all higher 
education and the provision for educational opportunities for 
those not admitted the present time. 


IV. Should the College Remain Selective? 


Our first question relates the college itself. the college, 
have known it, worthy being preserved? Did perform 
essential service the social order well the individuals 
coming within its influence? Can perform the same similar 
service the social order that now the process formation?

The single ladder idea which Dr. Ulich calls the 
equalization the school system may satisfy mediocre 
social resentment but does not satisfy (a) the need 
dividual difference, the need for high quality (always 
ceptable only part the population) and the not 
eradicable and modern forms, perhaps not wholly 
desire for sectarianism. 
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The single ladder idea meanjng that, all must advance the 
same described “just the most stupid and consequently the 
most dangerous form collectivism the guise democracy.”

genius.” The actual capacity that education develops 
under the present educational organization and method not nec- 
esarily all the human capacity, both the way genius and 
talent, there is. Without going into the details the background 
France and his own studies America and some made 
under supervision Marquette University, the fact may 
stated that great deal talent and genius remain undeveloped 
the present social order. was shown Branford, the sav- 
ing Francis Thompson was accidental. The actual environments 
under modern conditions not evoke the higher human capacity 
that exists. Lester Ward’s solution was wider diffusion edu- 
cational instrumentalities that this genius and talent could 
developed. The point want make here, way digression, 
isthat one the greatest services education discover and 
develop this potential human capacity. Our great educational 
problem provide the kind educational environment that 
will evoke the highest potential genius the individual. 


VI. Institution for the Disinherited 
The situation that now confronts presented itself less 
imperative forms after World War that time 
the phrase “educationally disinherited” for the millions 


children who received education beyond the compulsory school 


age twelve fourteen years whatever was particular 


educational opportunity was provided for them and 


interest was taken their continued education. Wisconsin, 
the establishment the vocational schools, or, more appropriately 
called, the continuation schools, was step toward solution. The 
provision the law was only eight hours week but 
those who told that nothing could done that time, 
was something when there was nothing and asked the 
question, can tell when single teacher single circum- 
stance may real sense educational ‘actual grace’?” 
Part this educational scheme was provide instruction the 
cities, having the continuation schools the state, 
any group fifteen persons who would sign petition for instruc- 
tion any level elementary, secondary, collegiate, graduate 
school. that time objected the idea the single ladder 
and pointed out that opportunities must diverse and there must 
bemany ladders into the highest training.

his previous educational training. Such school 
should operate for twelve months year, and from eight o’clock 
morning until ten o’clock night.

This the kind educational opportunity that now must 
the large body people who wish continue their 
tducation beyond the secondary school. Some them will have 
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been through only the elementary school and others various 
stages the secondary school. This insistent demand comes from 
people, not yet settled economically socially life, but which 
has results because opportunity satisfy the demand does not 
exist. The purpose the educational institutions proposed 
stop this social frustration and continue individuals the 
hope for right education, guidance, and development. 

The question for whether what call the Catholic educa- 
tional system should accept any responsibility for the Catholic 
group among the disinherited and others? 


The Problem Adult Education 


This may regarded phase the larger aspect adult 
education. certainly must included under it. Though many 
cases its main purpose, reaches people young enough, will 
bridge the gap the regular formal educational institutions, 
adult education will needed for the people who have already 
finished programs the formal educational institutions, including 
the college. But part the present difficulty which have been 
discussing due the failure distinguish between higher 
education and more education, both which are aspects adult 
education. use terms today must distinguish between 
higher education and adult education. Later all this may called 
adult education but that would not make less imperative the need 
distinguish between these two fundamental aspects. 

The mere fact that student desires more education not con- 
clusive proof that should admitted college. College may 
the very thing which should not admitted, organized 
is. The student, not being ready for its requirements, may 
become discouraged lack success and thus permanently 
injured educationally. There will needed full-time, short 
courses, evening classes and Saturday classes, and perhaps even 
Sunday schools, continued educational opportunity for the 
whole population which the program adult education. 

There are some things should understand about adult edu- 
cation and particularly there are two misunderstandings that 
should keep very clear mind: 

That person can achieve through scheme adult edu- 
cation the results that ought have been achieved regular 
attendance school during his more plastic years, and 

That adult education merely makeshift for few years 
after the man enters industry. 

Adult education is, one phase, pathological. attempts 
provide person the opportunity make for neglected oppor- 
tunities during his childhood and youth, for opportunities that 
were denied him because economic conditions, failure 
adaptation himself the school. person would deliber- 
ately decide that could avoid the discipline the adolescent 
years and make for this post-adolescent education.. 
such Aladdin’s lamp available any individual. The scheme 
adult education will necessarily depend the present accom- 
plishments the individual. The deficiencies his earlier edu- 
cation must made and the person entering upon scheme 
adult education will handicapped the degree such defi- 
ciencies. will profit the degree that secures the discipline 
offered the schools and takes advantage the opportunities 
personal study which his life offers him. Consequently, the 
scheme adult education intended way alternative 
scheme for proper and long training boys and girls. 

The other misunderstanding relates the possibility view- 
ing adult education merely temporary makeshift make 
such deficiencies early youth. will that and more. must 
regarded was regarded England after the First World 
War permanent national necessity, inspirational aspect 
citizenship, and therefore should both universal and life- 
long. The British report says: 


That the necessary conclusion that adult education must 
not regarded luxury for few exceptional persons here 
and there, nor thing which concerns only short span 
early manhood, but that adult education permanent national 
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necessity, inseparable aspect citizenship, and therefore

VIII. The Issues They Relate the Catholic College 


The general secretary the National Catholic Educational 
Association likes speak and refer Catholic educational 
system. This paper raises the question whether are ready 
accept the responsibility, moral and financial, meeting all the 
educational problems the Catholic population. any case that 
long way off. Some issues for the Catholic college building 
the data presented become quite clear. 

Should the genuine Catholic college liberal arts maintain- 
ing high educational standards preserved for those capable 
profiting its instruction? 

What likely the effect the rapid multiplication 
Catholic colleges this problem? 

What provision should made under Catholic auspices for 
the training Catholics not admitted the conventional type 
college? 

Does this situation have any significant relation the ad- 
mission non-Catholics Catholic colleges (1) providing 
educational opportunity for Catholics (2) the dilution in- 
struction, and (3) public community financing Catholic 
colleges? 

The first question relates the provision the Catholic 
college liberal arts high standards its present form, i.e., 
selective institution, presumably, dealing with intellectual 
elite. seems that from every standpoint the Church, the 
social order, and civilization, that this special opportunity for 
the talented should provided. The progressive dilution the 
quality higher education should stopped. Colleges are them- 
selves taking preliminary step this direction the limitation 
the number students they will receive, restricting admission 
those the upper 10, 25, per cent high school grad- 
The wisdom this method selection those qualified 
for college education waive for the present, but the principles 
underlying should maintained. Need add that the main- 
tenance educational standards after the students are admitted 
essential part the program. 

Our second question may reworded: “Are multiplying 
our Catholic colleges beyond our financial and personnel capacity 
make colleges really effective institutions their level?” The 
practical lack control the establishment colleges, though 
formal control exists, the desire every religious community 
have its own college and its readiness establish colleges with 
obvious financial and personnel basis for conducting fact 


our contemporary situation. need some kind over-all 


consideration the problems Catholic higher education. The 
indefinite multiplication colleges can mean only disaster finan- 
cially, dilution higher education and inbreeding within 
religious communities that tragic. need consider the 
problem somewhat the fashion that Mr. Mumford discusses 
the problem university his Culture Cities. points out 
that the necessary basis for the support university popula- 
tion one million people. How many people are needed the 
base college? what are the other factors? 

This tendency multiply Catholic colleges indefinitely 
helped the present time the movement for mass education. 
Any building with the word “College” and with classrooms 
and somebody the classroom who called teacher can 
attract students today matter what the quality the work. 

must frankly face this issue providing kind educa- 
tion suited the capacity and ability those who are now clam- 
oring for admission the colleges. Are prepared Catholic 
education guard the colleges providing the alternative and 
diverse educational opportunities required the mass educational 
movements? ought decide what are going do? 

are serious disadvantage Catholic education the 
lack unity and control organization. should able,

The teachers’ confer- 
ence place for it. were, then the 
talebearer would encouraged report 
other things thus making the meeting 
place air grievances. The principal owes 
his job supervise instruction occa- 
sionally; then will not have resort 
the less refined ways knowing what 
going his system. Teachers ought 
welcome that fact, for the principal’s in- 
sistence the observance professional 
ethics with regard gossip completely 
justified. 

Some teachers are always late. They 
complain that pupils are tardy and yet they 
themselves are setting the example when 
changing classes departmental work, 
clerical reports for the office, placing 
orders for material needed. Much the 
principal’s valuable time, especially when 
there secretary, lost checking 
over items because some teacher’s de- 
layed account. Then there the problem 
poor disciplinarians. Occasionally there 
need send culprit the administra- 
tor because the only logical solution, 
but some teachers seem have other 
solution than this. they only would re- 
alize greater extent how such prac- 
tice lowers them the eyes the pupils! 
Here, too, the principal should encourage 
the teachers handle these problems them- 
selves. And furthermore 
should not reserve the solution these 
problems exclusively himself, especially 
when the teachers are capable. One disci- 
plinary case day from each twenty 
teachers means one hundred such prob- 
lems week. What executive welcomes 
that? Perhaps only who has nothing 
else do, but there are few principals 
that class. 

Since the principal not merely sitting 
his office waiting for the teachers’ prob- 
lems come up, there should this re- 
minder for all teachers, that good 
principal almost continually under more 
pressure than the average teacher. What 
about the unnecessarily irresponsible teach- 
ers who seem think that the administra- 
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tor, with some wave magic, can procure 
immediately the misplaced volleyballs from 
the gym the lost drumsticks from the 
music department make change from 
ten dollar bill, all three minutes? Yes, 
every school has them. 

principal often finds himself em- 
barrassing and difficult situation because 
some teachers make requests for extras 
their departments after they have been in- 
formed specifically matters pertaining 
the school budget. Finally, there are 
those who are reluctant make decisions. 
goodly number decisions should 
made the teachers but they seek advice 
merely escape the responsibility 
decision. Principals generally are not 
egotistical reserve all decisions 
themselves; most them welcome the 
teamwork their teachers. 


The Teachers’ Complaints 


The foregoing observations have been 
coming from one looking out from the in- 
side. fair, the other consideration 
looking from the outside the princi- 
pal’s office shall follow. The loudest com- 
plaint about administrators seems 
that they allow interruptions too fre- 
quently, especially these interruptions are 
caused student requests. The granting 
requests for Christmas dance gym 
during regular class period periods 
sometimes upsets the carefully planned 
teaching procedures degree far beyond 
that which can justified the small 
pittance made dollars and cents pro- 
ceeds dance. Teachers are not only 
insulted but frustrated when considerations 
their viewpoint are ignored constantly. 
However, there always will some teach- 
ers who cannot see the activity program 
and their objections are not meant here. 

Some principals are slow praise but 
frequently are ready find fault. Teachers 
are idealistic sensitive group and usually 
are prepared their work and they sense 
criticism keenly the administrator shows 
inefficiency his work. The practice 
the golden rule ought help but also 
the duty the leader avoid the 
faire attitude and make his business 
tor. must avoid indefiniteness when 
organizing events and making assignments 
duties. Unless the principal leads, the 
teachers will show little initiative despite 
the fact that many teachers, recognizing the 
inefficiency their executives, ahead 
and plan only stopped because they 
are robbing the principal his exclusive 
authority. 

Since teachers can sense weaknesses 
the executive better than can himself,

criticism. What are some constructive criti- 
cisms this nature? concrete example 
the principal sometimes pupil conscious 
the exclusion teacher conscious. This 
makes schedule changes either subject 
periods study periods satisfy the 
whims the emotionally unstable pupils 
who complain about teachers. Sometimes 
justified making changes but that 
again not meant here.

Announcements made when bulletin 
boards are available; budget talks; the air- 
ing grievances, especially those pertain- 
ing disciplinary problems and corrections 
general, are some the unwelcome stim- 
uli teachers’ attitudes toward conferences 
that nature.

For 
instance, the matter disciplinary prob- 
lems the proper approach need not neces- 
sarily the attitude when one 
opposed more conservative strict- 
ness. There always should medio 
tutissimus ibis attitude coupled with sus- 
pended judgment, indicative intelligent 
minds. The proper respect for authority 
can maintained fellow teachers sup- 
port one another all that pertains the 
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common well-oiled machinery adminis- 
tration. Pupils will sometimes criticize other 
faculty members with the view flattering 
the one their choice. This calls for tact 
the part the popular teacher, for 
the end teen-agers are not too young 
detect the teacher egotist and will even- 
tually form their own opinion how 
their flatteries were received. 

Since the teaching personnel are the com- 
ponent parts organization out .to 
build Christian society among youth 
they want remember how important 
their role the teamwork. spirit co- 
operation means unity, and that eventually 
spells strength. little more concern about 
the golden rule charity will eliminate 
unethical reports about co-workers.

OES the study foreign language and 

its literature help become less provin- 
cial, does breed hodge-podge culture? 
The answer this question requires bit 
foreword. 


Kinds Languages 


America not generally considered bi- 
country like Canada. Yet, few coun- 
tries have many families that speak more 
than one language. The foreign tongues daily 
heard America take various forms. They 
are likewise various stages growth; some 
are very simple construction, and others 
are capable expressing the finest shades 
meaning most clearly, but because this fact 
are more difficult learn. Americans hear the 
monosyllabic tongues like many the ver- 
naculars the Chinese family language 
which the sense depends upon the isolated 
symbol, the unchangeable unit, and upon its 
position sentence. They are also 
acquainted with language that has its forma- 
invariable root, with the addition modifying 
the basic notion. This type agglutinating 
language found, for example, among the 
Turks, the Finns, and the Hungarians. Amer- 
icans are aware languages that are the 
children Sanskrit, Greek, Latin, all amal- 
gamating types that use endings fused the 
element. 

New York subway train, one probably 
could hear the speech the three great fam- 
Aryan. Each these tongues differs from the 
other vocabulary and syntax. Each these 
general languages reflects the mental life 
people and its ways thinking; likewise, 
names the objects common people’s 
environment. Within these three grand divi- 
sions are smaller families languages that 
again manifest more particularly various cus- 
toms and traditions. Within the Aryan family 
Indian-European, for example, are the 
languages most generally heard throughout 
this country; consists numerous Indian 
tongues, those the Iranian branch, the vari- 
ous dialects ancient and modern Greece, 
the older speech forms Italy, Latin, the 
Romance languages, the Celtic division, the 
Slavic group, and the Teutonic sections.

Its various implications 
not belong this discussion, only the fact 
that the nature the problem arising from 
bilingualism this country not restricted 
the question whether someone should

whole. 


Standard Language 


The effect that bilingualism having 
American speech cannot determined 
the present chaotic state oral language 
this country. More linguistic changes can 
expected speech than writing. One 
aware that must keep abreast living 
tongue, and prepared for changes it.

Language truly national system 
observations, directions, and conclusions, must 
well developed dialects France, only one 
was able become the recognized language 
that country. Each the other three, even 
this day, remains simply patois. dialect 
restricted classes places, but does 
not, however, become patois until another 
dialect becomes predominant. The standard 
language country, after all, only 
dialect which has become valuable that 
generally used the educated class. 
Cultured people have found suitable 
means communication; they can 
express their personality, their thoughts, and 
feelings better than another dialect. 
error think that dialects are modifica- 
tions the same language. dialect struggles 
against another dialect country until one 
the other has gained supremacy and has 
won the support cultured writers and speak- 
ers throughout the length and breadth 
peoples. 

more less unified group, becomes good 
language when successfully manifests the 
culture this people. When unity com- 
munity strong, more uniformity found 
language. Influences, nevertheless, are 
working undermine this unity, yet, the 
other hand, factors are present preserve 
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it. Certain barriers, which, when set up, create 
dialects within nation, are broken down 
travel and communication, uniform education 
and religion, and those social forces which 
develop sameness purpose within people. 

English spoken with foreign dialect re- 
mains longer this country since the reasons 
for its existence are perpetuated. People from 
one nationality still tend crowd together 
our cities, our rural communities. 
Many still have keen interest, cultural 
financial, the happenings Poland, Hun- 
gary, Italy, other like countries. Some find 
necessary speak foreign language 
home exclusively. The home and neighborhood 
environments are often bad for the develop- 
ment good English speech for many people 
different sections this country. Many 
like reasons for foreign dialects are appreci- 
ated, but among the causes for broken English 
one not always considered. 

Many foreigners who came this country 
did not know their own language very well, 
and could not teach correctly their chil- 
dren. truth, person who has taken 
foreign language, French, for example, realizes 
the difficulty these people. One his own 
difficulties came from his ignorance the 
idiomatic expressions his own language. 
was often unaware his own mistakes 
speaking writing English, until found 


‘himself comparing the syntax the foreign 


tongue with that his own. The person who 
knows Polish well will generally learn speak 
English well has the desire transfer 
his experiences this tongue. would not 
content use English symbols that in- 
adequately express his mental and emotional 
life, and would use symbols that are 
socially and financially worth him. 

common experience that one wishes 
write well must learn edit well. 
conversation, well public speaking, 
has time edit his remarks. Some people 
who speak with foreign accent write pass- 
able English, but their writing scarcely expres- 
ses, clearly their speech, their mental 
attitudes, their emotional bias, and their ways 
life. Their writing may manifest more 
their characteristic judgments, but not those 
qualities associated with personality, place, 
race, and social standing. 

rapid survey the dialects, foreign and 
local, that are this country can cause only 
apprehension what type language 
developing. One can say with Coleridge 
(Biographia Literaria, 1817), who observed 
his day breaking down the style 
English, “Our chains rattle even while are 
complaining them.” Yet can equally 
optimistic with him when realize the num- 
ber agencies, like radio, newspaper, and 
education that are maintaining 
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unity among Americans. “Much,” Coleridge 
remarked, “much, however, may effected 
education.” And may add provision 
this remark, provided standard norm 
language truly appreciated the every- 
day average citizen and, incidentally, not the 
narrow standards some educators who them- 
selves speak kind full-dress semi-ecclesias- 
tical patois with expression and pronunciation 
quite generally divorced from the speech 
the educated class now beyond the province 
the classroom. Neither standard dic- 
tion necessarily the norm that leads person 
pronounce well dull nothings. Good pronun- 
ciation need not despised simply because 
attached uninteresting matter. 

any language person can mark off its 
standard form from other dialects means 
three criteria: pronunciation, grammar, and 
vocabulary. these, pronunciation perhaps 
the most commonly noticed element, and often 
the one that determines dialect. any 
tongue, person generally can distinguish 
three kinds diction: learned one which 
person exact the quality and quantity 
his vowels and consonants, nice 
distinctions vocal expression, and obeys, 
general, the particular laws relating style 
and elocution his native tongue. This speech 
form, one would expect hear the best 
public speaking, the stage, the pulpit, 
the better class motion pictures, and 
radio programs. 

The second type pronunciation, com- 
monly called popular, characterized fre- 
quent inexactness vowel and consonant for- 
mations, and excessive tonal fusions the 
running together words, generally accompa- 
nied wide extremes vocal modulations. 
The verbal expression person could hardly 
understood were not for the wealth 
pantomimic expression, and vocal nuances 
the giggles well the more profound col- 
loquial touch. person using popular diction 
invariably avoids making his speech compli- 
cated. His aim, whether conscious 
entirely not, simplicity. But what 
gains simplicity, generally loses clar- 
ity, and frequently cannot give nice expres- 
sion his thinking and feeling. 

The final classification pronunciation falls 
within that heard the society educated 
people, who not acquire such polish 
diction that few can get near the substance 
the remarks. Vowels and consonants are 
given their just due, without the speech form 
becoming refined that can justly called 
pedantic. Pronunciation can accurate, yet 
its accuracy does not prevent spontaneous 
factor from entering into the speech. Educated 
people, who believe standard language, 
not all speak alike, and not lose their 
ability express their own personality be- 
cause they speak good modulated and pleas- 
ing tones. But the danger overcultivation 
abounds equally with undercultivation. The

too subjective. The class standard the 
norm good English which spoken every- 
where the entire world with astonishing 
degree uniformity. fact, even Amer- 
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ican who has been fed with the notions 
stage Englishman may fail discover from 
his partner’s speech that from London 
Liverpool. Any world French 
German, has class norm. The speech the 
educated people any tongue has right 
considered the standard language. 

The tendency today overemphasize 
geographical boundaries 
speech standards very unfortunate and mis- 
leading. Educated people belonging the 
South, East, North, West the United 
States, seldom use the extreme dialectic forms 
their own part the country. More var- 
iances language are due differences 
social levels than differences geographical 
locations within country. fact, changes 
from the frequently heard one 
part the country are observed another 
part, for example, some variant pronunciations 
Maine are common Iowa. Some pronun- 
ciations heard Wisconsin, and not due 
foreign dialects, are also heard New Jersey. 

Within the boundaries standard pronun- 
ciation, are many allowable alterations, for 
instance, some people pronounce the vowel 
the word past with the sound, while others 
pronounce with the vowel pat. Both 
variants are heard the mouths educated 
people from London Bombay, and from 
Bombay Brooklyn. When past, however, 
pronounced with the first vowel awful 
grace become grahce, these variants are sel- 
dom heard among educated people, but more 
often among those who aim ape manner, 
and are really uninformed the correct 
pronunciation certain words. Past not 
pronounced pest. This variant sound 
heard the mouths those who have little 
interest the standard forms any language. 

The right foreign dialect has been jus- 
tified some people the basis that dialec- 
tic English equally good American speech 
that used the educated class. other 
words, some people place the English spoken 
with the peculiarities some foreign tongue 
equal level with standard pronunciation. 
Indeed, they are really asking those, speaking 
tongue approaching the standard, justify 
its right supremacy, since they are acting 
upon the assumption that all dialects 
country should equal rank. The position 
those who justify foreign dialects, who 
are willing accept them without disfavor, 
might unassailable dialect had pre- 
ponderance values its favor. 

Since English, spoken throughout the civil- 
ized world, has become the approved language 
America, must accepted such until 
its supremacy overcome. has justified its 
existence its literature and social values. 
When person has dictionary authority for 
any pronunciation, can assured that this 
pronunciation the speech educated 
people. All dictionaries may not agree upon 
placed first second general use, but they 
report only the variants used the cul- 
tured class speaking English throughout the 
civilized world. (Some dictionaries report col- 
loquialisms, but mark them such.) 
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Admittedly, there difficulty for any Amer. 
ican speak English well, view 
ancestry and early environment, but has 
duty himself, his neighbor, and family 
further the cause good speech. academy 
bad pronunciation. Every educated man 
must judge whether his speech has placed him 
the educated class. Whether judges his 
speech not, others will make decisions 
about it, and they will place him class 
according the manner his speech.

icans, like people other nationalities, are 
exposed the slip-slop speech their 
vironment and the linguistic dissipations 
their age. Some among them may not 
their linguistic inheritance the same degree 
the French the German. Either these 
will bluntly tell the American, who sometimes 
maintains that speaking good German 
French, that his speech, the case may be, 
not French German, while has the 
peculiarities English diction and syntax. 

guage, his action does not imply that 
rebellion against the viewpoint that language, 
well established, has the capacity grow more 
expressive. valuing the objective nom 
over the personal right individual 
the sole judge his pronunciation. Although 
standard can ever completely enforced, 
those who attempt reach will tend more 
and more speak conformity with the 
speech cultured class; those who are con- 
tent with the local foreign dialect will in- 
cline more and more isolate their speech 
from the international norm their language. 
Diction always will reflect the daily life and 
habits people. For years men have had 
the opportunity reject accept any the 
oral symbols the English tongue. What they 
have accepted should recognized until new 
forms have demonstrated their value.

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Speech Improvement for the 


The busy classroom teacher does not 
have time individualized speech 
therapy, but she does have opportunity 
her regular classroom work call at- 
tention poor speech habits; and with 
understanding the speech problems 
involved, she often can help the children 
overcome their defects and obtain 
acceptable American English. “Speech that 
does not call attention itself” good 
acceptable American English and should 
the goal set each classroom 
teacher. The following suggestions for 
speech improvement are intended for the 
classroom teacher who has had little 
training corrective speech, 
trained speech therapist will benefit little 
from them. 

every classroom there are number 
children who have speech that very 
understand; these children have 
not, for various reasons, learned how 
form their speech sounds correctly. Many 
children without help are able eliminate 
their sound substitutions and peculiarities, 
but many are not able obtain acceptable 
speech without help. the speech defec- 
tive child grows older, often subjected 
humiliating incidents. His little friends 
call him “mushmouth” and other names 
that feels inferior, shy, and not accepted 
one his group. His feelings in- 
and not belonging often lead 
his disliking school, and that feeling may 
lead truancy even worse results. Often 
help the lower grades would have pre- 
vented all the failure, personality 
adjustment, and dislike for school that 
may gome the later years. 

teacher can much 
help these handicapped children spend- 
ing only few minutes day either 
individual work. Either the read- 
ing class the spelling class offers good 
opportunity for the class work 
improving their diction; making 
consonants distinct; overcoming lazy 
lips; eliminating harsh, thin, nasal voice 
qualities; and establishing the correct 
formation speech sounds. These classes 
excellent opportunity associate 
the written symbol with the spoken sound 
that the child gets the stimulation 
means the visual, kinesthetic, and audi- 
sense.

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The Human Speech Mechanism 


Before the classroom teacher begins the 
work speech improvement, she should 
have working knowledge the speech 
mechanism. part the human body 
was made for the production speech 
alone, but man has been able take the 
available mechanism and use for two- 
fold purpose, and result man able 
speak and communicate others his ideas, 
desires, and dislikes. The lungs supply air 
both for keeping man alive and for the 
production his speech.

Life Situations 

When trying teach child correct 
sound, always use every available means 
give him life situation. There are 
many sounds nature and his everyday 
life which recognizes and can make 
correctly such the sound the wind makes 
blows around the corner the house 
(the sound); the sound the radiator 
makes, air coming from the tire, the 
warning the snake gives (the sound); 
the name the train chu-chu (ch sound) 
the noise the spitting cat makes (the 
sound); the growl the dog (the 
blend), and many, many more.

The consonant speech sounds give the 
most trouble, but they are not too difficult 
correct.

Those are some external aspects nearly 
every vacation school. But they are far from 
the real nature this work.

Like forty hours, missions, and retreats, 
Vacation schools are times grace. Priests

Parents aiding the instruction 
their children find the stirrings grace re- 
newed their souls, with consequent deep- 
ening their own spiritual life. Even careless 
parents respond the promptings grace 
and make the vacation school excuse for 
once more contacting the Church. not 
unusual have parents come the priest 
during the vacation school see whether 
some well grown children theirs may 
baptized. Occasionally too, non-Catholic chil- 
dren who come along with the “gang” ask for 
baptism not that, least they make 
their first acquaintance with the Catholic 
Church. 


Equipment the School 

There much said about the physical 
setup vacation school. This one aspect 
that might improved the activities 
parish organizations. 

‘Most vacation schools are conducted 
hall, church, church basement, where

comfort for both teacher and pupils 
minimum. the church used, the teacher 
must stand all the time; and both large and 
small children use uniform pews. With 
place set book front them and 
place rest little feet that cannot reach the 
kneeling bench, wonder that fatigue 
and restlessness appear. most halls the 
situation not much better for the smaller 
ones, for they have only chairs that are 
comfortable size for adults. Usually hall has 
the luxury few tables (adult size) 
which books may placed and which 
writing can done. Basements are cold, 
damp, and poorly lighted. 

Where school building can secured, 
the seating problem solved satisfactorily. 
There, also, one finds the minimum essentials 
for effective teaching—blackboard and 
place for displaying pictures, charts, etc. 
Though the working conditions for most vaca- 
tion schools are quite poor, they really should 
much better than those found well 
equipped Catholic schools, where one has 
whole year the work which-must 
done two four weeks vacation school. 
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you’ve ever been asked transport the 
luggage Sisters assigned vacation 
school, you’ve probably remarked you 
picked bag, “There must lead this 
one.” Sisters ordinarily find very little 
equipment missions like Pineapple Junction, 
they carry practically everything except desks 
and blackboards. couple years carried 
even kindergarten chairs for the smaller chil- 
dren. And did see two nuns cart portable 
blackboards vacation school. These are 
some other things Sisters pack for 
schools: 

Display pictures— one for each day 
have visual presentation the doctrine 
taught and even easel for display- 
ing 

Books, such Bible histories, lives 
saints, New Testament, missals 

All materials for projects: colored paper, 
pictures from religious catalogs, and greeting 
cards, paste, scissors, cardboard 

Recreation material: balls, bats, bases, etc. 

part the preparation for the arrival 
the Sisters, women interested the work 
all the following things: 

Provide accommodations for proper seating. 

Order recreation material. 

Get supplies like pencils, paper, scissors, 
paste, crayons, cardboard, chalk, erasers. 

Begin add library reference books 
for both teachers and pupils. 

Send for literature appropriate for various 
age groups. The Messenger series, Catholic 
Boy, Catholic Miss, Mine series, the Catholic 
comics— All, Treasure Chest, and 
Timely Topix are the handmaids religion 
teachers, for they present Catholic doctrine 
practice and supply noble thoughts and 
ideals that linger the mind and influence 
conduct after definitions have been forgotten. 

Get good supply pictures. They are 
necessity for teaching religion, they stim- 
ulate the imagination, increase understanding, 
and arouse desirable emotional response. 
making the abstract concrete, they focus at- 
tention and sustain interest religious truth 
thus economizing time and in- 
creasing learning. 

audio-visual aids are important the 
ordinary learning process occupying nine 
months, they are much more necessary the 
short vacation school process. Many parishes 
now have their own motion picture machine 
they have access the county agent’s 
county superintendent’s machine. Films 
religious topics are available and should 
requested time for use the vacation 
school work. 

The art usually found even the humblest 
Catholic church testifies our Holy Mother’s 
recognition the usefulness visual aids. 
The story the Passion told her Way 
the Cross. Her windows and frescoes carry 
the stories saints and religious mysteries. 
And these are not slighted the vacation 
school curriculum. are needed. 
Hence the religious pictures, the machine, and 
films. 


Providing these things will require the 


penditure money. Millions dollars are 
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spent every year children Catholic 
schools. Why should the vacation schools 
the starved element? Besides, the initial out- 
lay will provide some materials that can 
used for generations, the obligation edu- 
cating children parish does not cease with 
one generation. 


Transportation Children 


Transportation not much problem 
this part the country, families gen- 
erally arrange among themselves for the 
transportation their children different 
days, and the parish priest assigns the persons 


care for the transportation Sisters when 


they live distance from the catechetical 
center. there Catholic school near- 
town, the Sisters teaching there are usually 
requisitioned for the vacation school. this 
way the nuns can live their regular convent 
life outside the teaching hours. 

When vacation school helpers know par- 
ents who not send their children for in- 
struction, they can prudently offer means 
transportation. Such action will truly Cath- 
olic Action. The children themselves ordinarily 
are eager enough attend the vacation 
school; all that needed little push 
overcome the indifference parents. The offer 
transportation cases like this should 
made before the first day that the children 
will not lose out any the too brief time 
religious instruction. 


First Holy Communion Day 

When first Communion day comes, the 
Sisters like make the ceremony beautiful 
and impressive possible. Here again the 
helpers can aid providing flowers, decorat- 
ing altars, preparing outfits for angels, pages, 
and acolytes. 

Helpers who can’t teach and who are willing 
assist the instruction are invaluable 
vacation school work. get the best results, 
one must have pupils graded they are 
school. When ninety more children are 
under the care only two three Sisters, 
obvious that there will great inequali- 
ties grouping. Catholic teachers and young 
people alert the opportunities for Catholic 
Action will find the vacation school offering 
them field for the exercise their zeal. 


Teach Christian Living 


While the catechism the principal instru-

Her own 
and the children’s appreciation fluently and 
clearly spoken English will increase. The group 
will benefit while the one two meet golden 
opportunity. 

Careful enunciation one thing, however, 
and readable mouth another. sharp-eared 
persons cannot expected hear where 
there sound, hearing handicapped per- 
sons cannot expected lip read where 
there visible movement.

What the Teachers Think 


following questionnaire was distri- 
buted superintendents, supervisors, 
superiors, principals, and teachers the 1946 
convention the Catholic Educational As- 
sociation Pennsylvania held Philadelphia 
October. Subsequently was mailed 
Catholic educators who were not the con- 
vention, and the results, while certainly not 
conclusive, should prove interesting those 
who participated the survey and those 
who have been experimenting with certain 
trends education new old. 
The questionnaire was compiled from ques- 
tions stated problem form supervisors 
from the six dioceses Pennsylvania sub- 
mitted Sister Mary Edana, Ph.D., super- 
visor schools for the Sisters Mercy 
the Diocese Erie. The results point the 
following interesting generalizations. 


Ninety-five per cent are the opinion that 


teachers should mot changed from grade 
grade frequent intervals, that the desire for 
mastery certain grade area far greater 
that the desire for new interests, that 
perhaps neither practical nor possible train 
teachers excel all levels education, 
elementary secondary. 

encouraging note that although 
those who think possible take care 
individual differences large classes are 
the minority, substantial minority. All 
seem agreed objecting mass education. 

was surprising note how much prefer- 
ence was expressed for standardized tests over 
diocesan tests tests the teachers’ making. 
Evidently our Catholic teachers feel confident 
that their pupils can meet the nation’s stand- 
ards, else they are the opinion that 
diocesan and teacher’s tests are based too 
much “the work covered” rather than 
“the work that ought covered.” Many, 
however, stated that combination all 
three types tests was preferable any one 
type. 

small majority favored the integrated 
curriculum over the traditional subject cur- 
riculum, but, judged item the prefer- 
ence was for moderate integration. 

Those interested the preparation the 
high school teacher, indicated slight 
majority that the average high school teacher 
can prepared handle all the subjects 
pursued the class her, that highly 
departmentalized work has lessened the char- 
acter-training influence the teacher and has 
made for poor study habits— probably be- 
cause the departmentalized setup one 
person responsible for the general training 
the pupil, and because too many teachers 
are making assignments without realizing that 
the demands other teachers require consi- 
deration. According the results this ques- 
tionnaire, the nondepartmentalized trend 
were followed, teachers should aim earning 
the credits necessary for certification the 
four five subjects they will teaching 


the group assigned them before beginning the 
specialization necessary for acquiring mas- 
ters degree. 

the subject extracurricular activities 
seems evident that, although large major- 
ity admit that such activities hinder the 
pupils’ academic progress, even greater 
majority convinced that the habits and skills 
developed participation extracurricular 
activities compensate pupil for any loss 
academic progress. 

The survey shows almost equal division 
between those educators who think that assign- 
ments should done home and those who 
think they should done school, but 
overwhelming majority admits that teachers, 
the whole, fail teach their pupils how 
study. Practically all who indicated that habits 
study are best developed careful super- 
vision added that demonstration the part 


.the teacher absolutely necessary. other 


words, must through many study proc- 
esses with the children show them how 
study. must actually dramatize for them 
the preparation their lessons. 

percentage recorded for item be- 
cause unfortunately the problem 
stated way give those who don’t object 
children’s being taken from their classes for 
music lessons, etc., opportunity express 
their opinion. However, since more than 
per cent checked this item all, can 
supposed that half the group does not object 
such interruptions. The majority those 
who expressed their disapproval checked all 
four items, thus indicating their objection 
any such interrupting cause. 

Sixty per cent were the opinion that 
not stress sufficiently the virtue 
honesty. Since the supernatural built upon 
the natural, might more successful 
eliminating much petty dishonesty 
stressed the advantages honesty 
along with the supernatural motives and 
consequences. 

Seventy-five per cent felt that danger- 
ous indicate the pupils’ report cards that 
their religious practices are satisfactory 
unsatisfactory. However, many those who 
were the minority annotated the item with 
questions asking, some way other, for 
some good reason why the parents should not 
informed about this important matter 
and why should not make use this way 
inculcating habits of. regular religious ob- 
servance long -were prudent and care- 
ful not demand any manifestation con- 
science. would interesting hear more 
this subject. 

Ninety-nine per cent favored giving high 
school pupils bona fide credits religion 
credits that would count towards graduation 
special requirement Catholic schools 
over and above the credits required the 
state. Some expressed preference for 
credits instead but failed say whether 
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not the credits indicated credit for 
each years religion. this what was 
meant, there would substantial differ. 
ence opinion. 

Eighty per cent still favor modern 
guage requirement for graduation, and 
equal percentage believe that general science 
should dropped from grade taught 

The much discussed problem 
crowded classrooms was certainly not solved 
this questionnaire! Approximately per 
cent think the enrollment should limited 
number that can handled successfully 
teacher, while the other per cent evidently 
think that better overcrowd classrooms 
than deprive the overflow Catholic 
education. 

The opinions expressed the last item 
point the fact that the practice 
community supervision has many adherents 
proportion equal the number dioceses 
that have well established intercommunity 
supervision.

Have you not 
experienced with that pure intellectual 
joy teacher gets when watches student 
pass through the stages positive inertness, 
then passive attention, all the way the 
point glowing excitement, when makes 
what considers original discovery? Could 
Sir Isaac Newton have experienced greater 
joy? All previous labors are forgotten, when 
teacher sees the happy faces and the big 
shiny eyes the class.

taking the form servant.” Surely, Martin 
was empty himself; made room for 
Christ work through him; and since all 
good that done, done God working 
through His creatures, Martin gave God free 
reign his life. knew something the 
healing properties various herbs, and the 
salves and ointments concocted from them, 
but also knew that always God who 
the Divine Healer who gives unction the 
medicaments, and who has made the mind 
and given the inspiration the physician and 
the nurse. 

Don Juan Figuero, very close friend 
Martin’s and later made Governor 
Lima, sent for Martin one day some- 
thing for his badly infected throat. 

“Don’t you worry about that, Don 
said; “you will cured.” After brief 
conversation, Martin seemed suddenly have 
some other duty which must attend 
once; hence, excusing himself, hurried 
away, leaving small bottle the table be- 
fore went. looked like water only; and 
that what was.

Martin happened arrive the psychological 
moment (he awlays does!) and washed the 
fingers, put some the powdered herbs 
always seemed have with him, made the 
Sign the Cross over them, bound them 
neatly, and evening, not only were the 
fingers healed, but scar remained. could 
things like that, too, just easily 
were holy and had the faith and confidence 
God which Martin had. Since not 
have such holiness yet, and seem very 
slow arriving anything near the sanctity 
Martin Porres, would very smart 
call Blessed Martin whenever want 
thing done hurry, and done rightly. 
course, unless you trust Blessed Martin, 
use asking him things for you; but 
you would not ask him, would you, you did 
not trust him? Having most understanding 
soul, and being most considerate poor un- 
fortunates, and the more unfortunate the more 
considered, dear Blessed Martin often does 
things for people just because they need help, 
even when they have very little sense and 
even less holiness. know. 

his rounds about the streets Lima, 
Martin came see the misery abandoned 
waifs and orphans. felt that something 
must done about it. did something 
about it. went persons who had more 
than they themselves needed the goods 
this world, and indicated them how they 
might also amass great treasure heaven for 
themselves giving their substance for 
these suffering children. Through Martin’s 
persistent pressure and because was impos- 
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sible for anybody refuse anything one 
who never refused fellow man kindness, 
Matthew Pastor and his wife endowed 
school, (colegio) for these unfortunate chil- 
dren Martin’s concern. was named Holy 
Cross, and the College the Holy Cross 
for whose establishment the former President 
Peru, Benavides, proclaimed Martin 
Porres patron social justice, for 
course, among other reasons. 


The Animals Obeyed Him 


Though Dominican, Martin was Francis- 
can his affection for and his control over 
dumb animals. Any number stories got 
around kindnesses which Martin showed 
animals, useful and not useful. One story 
pays the bills the monastery who had had 
faithful dog watchman about the place 
for many years. you know anything about 
dogs, you know that they are not very old 
really are too old for further serv- 
ice. dog twenty years old, for instance, 
horribly old, and does not get around very 
well. Well, that what happened this poor 
old Fido. So, the procurator had some boys 
come and put the old hound out his misery. 
They did and were just their way bury 
him, when Martin came the psy- 
chological moment again. was very sad 
about the whole episode, took the dog’s body 
from the boys and carried his room. 
Then, went the procurator and said 
something like this: “That was not very nice 
way treat old faithful servant. know, 
mangy and other things, but there are 
ways cure dog. Fido deserved spend 
his last days comfort.” Then, Martin went 
back his room, called the dog back life, 
cured him, and told him seriously: “Your life 
not safe around the parts where you 
have been accustomed be. You keep away 
from the office; you understand? Come 
around the back door the infirmary and 
shall feed you there, and find you place 
sleep.” The dog did that; and Martin looked 
out that the procurator never saw the dog. 

Some mice with taste for starched linen 
and other things suited their little teeth. 
were working havoc with the altar cloths and 
vestments the sacristy. The vicar ordered 
that traps and cats introduced get rid 
the mice. Martin heard it. Quickly 
called one the mice. “Brother, you are not 
safe here. You have been doing damage the 
sacristy. Now, you collect all your tribe and 
march them out the barn the end the 
lot, and will feed you there with scraps and 
remains which the people the monastery 
would not eat anyway; but you must keep out 
the monastery entirely. now, and tell 
them, the whole kit and crew them.” There 
followed, the story goes, long procession 
mice all sizes and ages out the monas- 
tery down the old shed down back, and 
they never bothered anybody the monastery 
again; and Martin fed them, course. 

Blessed Martin had, you would suspect, 
most tender love and devotion our Lady 
and St. Joseph. was much like them; 
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one becomes much like those one loves. very 
deeply. Our Lady had often appeared him 
holding her Divine Child her arms, while 
Martin recited her rosary. The rosary, 
course, would very natural thing the 
life any Dominican, St. Dominic being the 
one whom our Lady first taught this most 
powerful all prayers.

November 1639, the age sixty years. 
had been under vows for thirty-six years, 
and the order altogether years.

The child’s exploring instinct one the 
greatest aids teacher attaining this 
goal. early and completely possible 
this urge should utilized. The child should 
experience for himself the satisfaction that 
comes from intimate friendship with nature. 
Once lead him see the endless array 
interesting things right his elbow, have 
him new and wonderful world. 
After they begin see the value it, young- 
after nature appreciation with char- 
acteristic, sky-is-the-limit ardor. Before they 
it, the friendly language bird calls, 
the varied and ever changing colors sun- 
the intricate art spider web, the 
hundred ways play with brook all become 
intimate part their lives, bringing God 
them and promoting happier and 
holier living. “One can get all the best city 
has yield visiting it,” the South Dakota 
Course study tells us, “but one cannot reap 
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all the harvest the country except living 
there especially living there 
hood.” 

doubt the harrassed and overburdened 
rural teacher will sniff suspiciously all this 
and say, “Just what are expected 
about it! With all the extras coming in, 
are practically teaching the three R’s 
sideline right now. And don’t dare suggest 
adding another subject our curriculum. It’s 
bursting the way is.” 

The answer this question simple. First, 
the rural teacher must fall love with nature. 
With that just about everything settled. 
like. ourselves love the outdoors 
and thrill little private exploring expedi- 
tions our own, know how pass 
our enthusiasm. can’t help it. 

Making your nature class seasonal and local 
good procedure. Snap every opportu- 
nity make the youngsters more nature con- 
scious. The following examples will illustrate 
what mean. 


Around the Year 

Because our school grounds and the ad- 
jacent property boast abundance 
various kinds trees, decided last term 
make this our specialty for the school year. 
Each youngster selected old faithful for 
special observance, made pen and ink sketch 
it, found out its name, looked other 
information, and began keeping diaty record 
his findings. mid September, the children 
began speculating when their trees would 
begin turn color and lose their leaves. Com- 
paring notes that topic proved that trees 
have marked individuality. During this time 
the collected and pressed both green ahd 
leaves and mounted samples bark. 
When all the trees had lost their leaves, the 
children made another sketch, this time noting 
particularly the beauty form the 
trees their barrenness. 

During the winter, the youngsters made 
entirely new discovery. They found their 
utter that their trees really had 
just many leaves them they had 
summer. They were greatly surprised learn 
that long before the trees shook off their 
foliage the fall, they were already concerned 
about their next year’s clothing. The children 
had never noticed leaf buds before and they 
were thrilled with the discovery. Eagerly, they 
examined the tiny brown clothes boxes which 
are small that the new leaves for next year 
can folded and packed away the 
tiniest sort space. They laughed delightedly 
learn mother trees wrapping their baby 
leaves snugly woolly blankets for the 
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winter. They hadn’t known that some trees 
grow plant fur which warm and silky and 
soft rabbit skin. Comparing notes the 
subject leaf buds was pretty lively affair 
after that. was discovered that every tree 
has its own particular design; some really 
beautiful formation, others black and 
hard gobs shiny varnish. Specimen after 
specimen kept finding its way into our room, 
until were bit snowed under with them 
for while. 

The foster parents the school ground 
trees were their toes again early spring. 
From the autumn observations, they knew 
that leafing probably would not simul- 
taneous affair, and they kept their eyes open 
see whose tree would the first. time 
went on, one child’s tree after the other 
opened its little clothes boxes and shook out 
its leaves for the summer. However, one boy’s 
didn’t. was pretty downhearted about it. 
Every diary the room contained the proud 
record that its tree was well be-decked ‘with 
delicate and shimmering green, while his 
showed signs such ambition. as- 
sured him, singly and groups, that his 
foster child had not died during the winter, 
and, sure enough, all once his tree woke 
with start and dressed itself time 
all. 

Scrapbooks and Museums 


now had compiled all the data 
had intended collect, began ar- 
range our material book form. Some the 
children illustrated each entry their diary 
with clever little drawings which did wonders 
its appearance. Altogether the sketches 
the trees, the specimen, and the diary made 
very complete and attractive record our 
year’s activity. The children were delighted 
with their books. So, too, was their teacher. 

Much the nature study our classroom 
can simply case learning together. 
Although general plan for the year ought 
exist somewhere the teacher’s mind, sup- 
pose, yet much more interesting just 
seize the opportunities that happen come 
This leaving things chance, 
speak, very unsystematic perhaps, and pos- 
sibly unpedological, yet have experienced 
good deal satisfaction following just 
such course. For one thing, both teacher 
and pupils get the surprise element. Fol- 
great deal one year subject that 
hadn’t the slightest intention taking for 
study. 

began calling the children’s attention 
fairy ring which made its sudden appear- 
ance one morning. The class became interested 
once and were quite intrigued the fact 
that the little “toad stools” grew circle. 
They wanted know more about these 
strange little plant creatures which told them 
are sometimes called nature’s house cleaners. 
further impetus our study there oc- 
curred during the next few weeks period 
weather which was ideal for mushroom growth. 
Making the most the opportunity, 
launched upon rather pretentious study 
fungi general. The children had trouble 
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finding specimen, and would come running 
recesses, noon, from after-school 
excyrsions breathless with the excitement 
some new find. They were always anxious 
identify their mushrooms and they did pretty 
well with the aid pictures and books. One 
the eighth grade boys brought much 
worn 1921 Geographic Magazine 
which had salvaged during paper drive. 
Practically the entire number was devoted 
discussion fungi, and gave page after 
page pictures. This was big help and 
used good deal. Enthusiasm enkindled 
more enthusiasm until the number and kind 
fungus specimens that these youngsters 
managed find and bring school was 
positive revelation me. had never 
life seen such variety. knew, course, 
that they existed somewhere, but had never 
actually seen them. They were fascinating and 
some the loveliest and most colorful things 
that had ever seen. Some were dead white, 
like ice snow; some were scarlet, some yel- 
low, some creamy ivory, some like green jade, 
and some pink. There were star-shaped fungi, 
bracket fungi, and puff balls. Some plants were 
tiny little things, and one specimen was 
giant, enormous that the youngsters tried 
desperately preserve forever just 
was. attempt this, they varnished 
the mushroom just they had the cattails. 
aren’t recommending this procedure 
preservative. Children know limit when 
they are enthused about anything. They 
brought such large amount everything 
they found that our room became cluttered, 
bit damp, and decidedly smelly with the bulk 
them. But had grand time all around. 
Mushrooms! What pleasant memory. 

Since nature treasure book fits any age, 
teachers with four grades room will find 
making such book especially adaptable for 
her particular setup. Such book should 
made strong material, given attractive 
cover, and named. have found from ex- 
perience that loose-leaf book works best. 
Pressed plant forms can into the book, in- 
cluding flowers, seaweeds, leaves, grasses, and 
evergreen sprays. Pressing between blotters 
under weight gives satisfactory results, but 
sometimes when ran short blotters, 
used newspapers magazines substitute 
and found that they work very well. Feathers, 
they are first treated with insecticide, 
can preserved. The beauty their color- 
ing and the variety their color forms and 
texture make them interesting material. Thin 
pieces bracket fungus, tendrills, moss, and 
cocoons they are flat enough can 
mounted. Some the children devoted sev- 
eral pages various kinds seeds. This 
makes most interesting study. The little 
“parachute” type the elm, maple, dandelion, 
thistle are good for this purpose. too 
are the various kinds grain and garden 
seeds. Stems graceful branches and seed 
stalks can shown advantage colored 
background made for them with chalk 
pastel colors. Pictures nature subjects, in- 
cluding those taken the children themselves, 
add personal touch the specimen 
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and newspaper clippings always make val- 
uable contribution. 


Field Trips 


can possibly arranged, all means 
afternoon specimen tour with the 
class spring and fall. Such trip will pay 
big dividends source information and 
lasting interest. excursions good idea 
children bring along magazine 
which they may carry their specimens en- 
route. Thus materials collected can pressed 
immediately and the danger damaged 
wilted specimens eliminated. used 
have lot fun teasing one our boys. 
generally carried Sears Roebuck catalog 
with him. However, was the most outstand- 
ing pupil our nature study class, perhaps 
needed it. enjoy these little 
together.

Because the tremendous amount cor- 
relation possible, nature study does mot dom- 
inate our crowded daily schedule. use art 
periods for arranging specimens and making 
books, composition period for written work, 
and literature class for reading interesting 
selections pertinent the study hand. Brief 
little discussions nature topics are sand- 
wiched whenever they happen come up. 
spent good deal our free time 
these investigations, but had formal 
nature science class scheduled our program 
for definite part the day. 

Nature study can year-around school 
event. spring interesting living things can 
aquarium. Probably you will have difficulty 
getting the little creatures eat cap- 
tivity, they should not imprisoned more 
than hours when only part their living 
conditions can provided. The possibilities 
with crayfish, mudpuppies, lizards, turtles, 
etc., very intriguing. Often has been 
surprise find the amount indi- 
viduality that found among little animals 
the same kind.

fall can study seeds, 
rosettes, and the change that plants have 
study compare spring and fall specimens 
the same plants. Autumn the best time 
learn the movements and habits chip- 
munks, squirrels, rabbits, woodchucks, and 
other animals the field. Fireflies, crickets, 
caterpillars, and other little “crawly” things 
that will, one day, have wings make good 
material for observation. Cattails can gath- 
ered for bouquets. Varnished shellacked, 
they are enduring and make effectively. 


Winter Activities 


Winter excellent time study stars, 
the beauty snowflakes, colorful sunsets, 
and snow scenes. good time look for 
tracks little animals the newly fallen 
snow. This season the year could used 
for crystal making. This an_ interesting 
experiment and one that teaches some scien- 
tific truths. The children love and enjoy 
putting crystal specimens into their nature 
treasure books. Saltpetre, alum, copper sul- 
phate, common salt, and granulated 
yield variety beautiful forms. Copper 
sulphate gives lovely green-blue crystal, 
saltpetre forms slender grooved columns, and 
alum crystalizes into eight-sided shapes that 
look like small diamonds. 

all times the year can enjoy look- 
ing for the arithmetic found nature. This 
can seen flowers, snow crystals, and 
leaves. Many interesting forms and designs 
can seen cut fruits and vegetables. 
light and shadow are full interest chil- 
dren their attention drawn it; so, 
are prisms, and rocks, and 
clouds. 

can follow the seasons around the 
year and find new satisfaction developing 
appreciation our enviroment through hab- 
its observation. practice which tends 
effectively make more balanced 
wholesome individuals. Creation appreciation 
is, indeed, purposeful hobby and teaching 
little closer both our pupils and 
ourselves.

Too often youngsters 
about the “flavorless” study the parts 
and their uses, the “impossible” con- 
struction sentences, “dry” punctuation, and 
composition work, for they fail 
realize their vital importance everyday 
Therefore, the alert teacher might well 
the opportunity weave these funda- 
mentals into the development radio 
program, written and produced the students 
themselves. 

Just picture group fifth 
vivacious, enterprising youth vying with one 
another compose the best radio script for 
their weekly broadcast. Will ambitious Michael 
Mary overlook the capital letter, ignore 
the comma, disregard complete sentences? 
Indeed, not! For the winner this contest 
marches the microphone budding an- 
nouncer. his privilege choose his broad- 
casting crew, assign the parts, and furnish 
the script copies. these live-wire students, 
this presents chance lifetime! 

The ideal setup have real broadcast 
over the local station. However,.since some 
schools not have access ‘radio facilities, 
the next best procedure have make- 
believe broadcast. Very little equipment nec- 
essary. broom labeled with the letters 
the station (usually, the initials the school) 
serves well microphone. And, the 
speaker loses control and the broom falls 
the floor, harm done and the show goes 
merrily on. There plenty fun for every- 
one concerned, especially the imaginative soul!

Help use our hands 
work and play for You. Help use our 
feet obey home and school. Help 
act the Christ Child did when lived 
with Joseph and Mary Nazareth, that 
You will pleased with us, Your little chil- 
dren. Thank You, for dying the cross for 
that can live with You heaven. 
Dear God love You. Thank You for all 
Your gifts.” 

With all the training which must done, 
where shall begin? There must first 
period adjustment which the child dis- 
covers that kindergarten there security 
and joy. learns that the teacher his 
friend, helper, and companion. But the very 
first day will necessary for the child 
become aware certain signals and rules 
which protect the group. These signals and 
will basic. They will last all year. 
One rule large kindergarten will be, “We 
walk from one place another.” second 
rule will be, “We take care voices 
that not disturb others who are trying 
work. one needs speak loudly order 
heard close neighbors.” third one, 
“In play time take care our voices and 
play.” Children who forget this rule are the 
cause accidents. When say “take care” 
our voices mean literally. insist 
upon this rule firmly. 

help the training progress rapidly and 
because have found joyous approach, 
own practice has been make the child 
conscious very early his relationship his 
guardian angel who ever watching his child 
see him listen and respond signals, 
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come when the piano says “come,” stand 
when the piano says “stand still,” listen 
when the piano says “listen.” 

When rhythm time comes the angel watches 
eagerly see his little John Mary take part 
marching, hopping, skipping, clapping. 
Explain that the angel knows what little 
child can and wants Mary use 


their bodies for what God has made them. 


The angel knows that child will have joy 
learning use his voice, his eyes, his ears, 
and his body responding music and 
the other work play activities the day. 

child’s imagination easily caught the 
appeal giving joy the angel. Even the 
shy child soon begins take part all activ- 
ities.

ITH its January, 1947, issue THE CATH- 

forty-seventh year publication. any field 
endeavor this would occasion for con- 
gratulations. the field Catholic edyca- 
tion, not only occasion for con- 
gratulations, but also for jubilation. Con- 
sidering the fact that Catholic parochial 
schools were advocated the United States 
the First Plenary Council Baltimore 
late 1852 (although there had been many 
private Catholic schools for least twenty 
may looked upon pioneer 
and trail blazer the Catholic educational 
field. The only other magazines published be- 
fore THE CATHOLIC SCHOOL JOURNAL which 
might called “educational” were Catholic 
Youth Instruction, and Catholic Young 
People’s Friend. 

THE ScHOOL JOURNAL was pub- 
lished for the first time April, 1901, Thomas 
Desmond being the editor and publisher. 
Joseph Desmond became editor 1915, 
and held this position until 1929, which 
time The Bruce .Publishing Company pur- 
chased the magazine. Since September, 1929, 
Edward Fitzpatrick, Ph.D., president 
Mount Mary College, Milwaukee, has been 
the editor. Dr. Fitzpatrick assisted 


board editorial advisers composed such 


prominent Catholic educators various sec- 
tions the United States Brother Azarius, 
F.S.C., LaSalle College, Philadelphia; Francis 
Crowley, Ph.D., dean Fordham Uni- 
versity School Education; Brother Eugene, 
O.S.F., principal St. Francis Xavier School 
Brooklyn, and author several textbooks;

The plumbing and sewage system, commonly 
called the sanitary system, found today most 
complete even rural schools where well 
pumps and septic tanks are required. 
ironical teach health and sanitation the 
classroom unless clean sanitary toilet facilities 
are provided and supervised. 

Probably, the most important thing re- 
member connection with planning the sani- 
tary system for new school building 
keep the toilet rooms above grade and out 
the basement. The location toilet rooms 
and the distribution fixtures usually more 
important than the total number fixtures 
provided the building. sometimes pos- 
sible locate the toilet rooms that they 
can also used the children the play- 
ground after school hours without opening the 
entire building. Lavatories for hand washing 
should provided each toilet room. Some 
method dispensing soap and facilities for 
hand drying are important the lavatory. 
Service sinks for cleaning purposes should not 
located toilet rooms. 


The walls toilet rooms should 
glazed tile similar material. The floors 
should terrazzo other nonpervious ma- 
terial. Avoid the use soft toilet room 
floor. The toilet stall partitions can con- 
structed many materials that are sturdy 
and that will resist marring. Marble has 
proved very satisfactory through years use. 

One economy that can accomplished the 
cost the new building the reduction 
height toilet stalls. most schools the tops 
toilet stalls are seven feet above the floor. 
Four feet sufficient. will facilitate clean- 
ing and reduce amount material needed 
the toilet stalls not connect with the floor, 
but are supported pipe standards about 
foot above the floor. The same true water 
closets. The wall hung type eliminates crevices 
the floor line that are unavoidable with the 
floor-set fixture. 

Drinking fountains should provided 
convenient locations throughout the building, 
and the playground, but never toilet 
rooms. Sill cocks for hose connections should 
remembered for the exterior the building. 

The heating and ventilating system should 
degrees all regularly occupied sections 
the building. All systems should equipped 
with automatic temperature controls. Special 
provisions should incorporated the plans 
whereby certain sections the building, which 
may used after school during week ends, 
can heated separately. All areas occupied 
pupils should ventilated maintain 
healthful air conditions all times. 

Service rooms for the janitors should 
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provided. washroom with toilet necessary. 
Ample storage space for supplies and janitor 
closets each floor, equipped with slop 
sink, for the storage brooms, mops, etc., 
should included the plans. 

Consideration should given incorporat- 
ing public address system and program 
clock system the building plans. 

The use audio-visual aids will require 
suitable wall receptacles the front and rear 
each instructional room. 

most sections the country provisions 
for supplying much daylight possible 
through the use windows desirable. 
northern states the minimum area windows 
should equal least per cent the 
floor area instructional rooms. The tops 
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the windows should located near the 
ceiling practicable. Windows should 
equipped with double roller shades. The use 
venetian blinds classrooms has not proved 
successful, due maintenance costs. 

The foregoing articles suggestions and 
phases schoolhouse planning can con- 


sidered only elementary. However, attempt 


has been made outline some the errors 
that are most often observed schoolhouses 
that are not readily discernable the visitor 
the building.

Audio-Visual Facilities 


The Auditorium 

The auditorium plays important role 
modern educational programs. elemen- 
tary secondary school, conditions should 
favorable for the presentation amateur 
programs and homemade programs teachers 
and pupils and parish talent. Accommoda- 
tions for movie projector the 16mm. 
variety and efficient public address system 
with adequate controls and power are the 
minimum requirements for the auditorium 
gymnasium-auditorium unit. 

Electrical outlets the middle the floor 
frequently cause maintenance trouble and are 
often short-circuited during the cleanup season 
alkali scrubbing solutions. This especially 
true for the gymnasium-auditorium unit. Low 
placed wall plugs with extra length ex- 
tension cable work efficiently. the floor 
the auditorium ramped, then electric outlets 
can spotted along the center aisle. 

The modern 16mm. movie projector does 
not need auxiliary speakers from the central 
sound system. the auditorium very large 
extra speaker may purchased with the 
16mm. projector for this purpose. Movie 
screens may placed the rear the stage, 
taking care that the angle vision does not 
interfere with good vision spectators. 
The width such screen should 1/5 
the distance the most remote spectator. 
This distance size determined using 
the size the letters, feet, eye 
testing chart. auditoriums not having 
slant floor the portable speaker speakers 
the movie projector frequently perform best 
when placed the floor, facing diagonally 
across the floor. auditorium with slant 
floor, the speaker often performs best and 
most distinctly when placed the stage but 
not facing flat highly reflective surface. 
Darkening shades must provided for the 
auditorium gymnasium-auditorium. These 
shades effective must necessity cut off 
much the window ventilation needed 
the audience, especially crowded. for 
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this reason that artificial ventilation must 
provided such areas. the auditorium- 
gymnasium the windows may glass block 
with small iron frame louvres and artificial 
ventilation from the ceiling determined 
experienced engineer this field. The unit 
type ventilation and heating with out- 
side inlet for the proper amount fresh air 
and gravity exhaust forced exhaust the 
usual system employed this type room. 


The Public Address System 


The central sound system need not ex- 
tended the auditorium auditorium-gym- 
supervisory aid for the principal for recrea- 
tional music. get the proper wattage output 
from central sound system, except 
average small unit, very expensive pro- 
cedure and necessity rather complex. 

The public address system for the audi- 
torium should separate portable system 
with not less than 35-watt output amplifier 
and two speakers. The amplifier should 
wired for several mixing channels that more 
than one type microphone may used and 
controlled the same time. For amateur 
plays, variety shows, and band programs this 
essential. rule more than one speaker 
gives best results. auditorium-gym- 
nasium the re-entrance and the cone type give 
the best results. The re-entrance speaker 
fair for music and has high fidelity; the cone 
speaker has good fidelity but not good 
for penetration. Speakers mounted solid 
base, capable the proper elevation and 
movability are very serviceable for many 
school and parish purposes other than this 
unit. 

Competitive brands public address sys- 
tems should not purchased the basis 
price alone. They are usually low effective 
output for large auditorium; they must per- 
form maximum output thereby lowering the 
output all cases when testing such 
units, previous purchasing, sure test

Second, must make our schools Theo- 
centric. Knowledge and love God must, 
fact, the heart and center all that 
teach. one our great military leaders said 
the close the war, “The problem (of 
survival) basically theological and involves 
spiritual recrudescence.” 

Third, every activity our schools, within 
the classrooms and without, must 
ated terms the Christian virtues faith, 
hope, charity, prudence, justice, fortitude, and 
temperance with allies. Failing 
cannot hope produce the true product 
Christian education, “the supernatural man who 
thinks, judges, and acts constantly and consist- 
ently accordance with right reason illumined 
the supernatural light the example and 
teaching Christ” (Pius XI, Christian 
Education, 32). 

Fourth, must convince ourselves and 
our students that there such thing 
society apart from its individual members. 
Reason dictates that social life but phase 
the life the individual conspiring with his 
fellow men for the common good. The modern 
notion state vague abstraction with 
unlimited authority false. true and healthy 
democracy depends the integrity and personal 
responsibility its individual citizens.

“The principal question asked UNESCO,” 
said Dr. Shuster, is, “Can find methods for 
subjecting the convictions and loyalties 
different sort arbitration than war?”

“we must hope for, work for, the creation 
world-wide forum discussion inside which the 
teaching competing views life, rival 
national allegiances, will honest and free, 
rather than fanatical and bloody.”

This was perma- 
nent foundation and today the principal head- 
quarters the Sisters the United States. 
Mother Caroline, who was only years old 
when she made the Milwaukee foundation, had, 
the time her death 1892, given the habit 
3000 candidates and had opened more than 
200 schools. 

The Congregation Notre Dame was founded, 
under the direction St. Peter Fourier, 
Christmas Day, 1597 Lorraine, France, with 
Blessed Alice-Le Clerc superior. After enduring 
persecutions Europe, the congregation was 
reorganized 1833 the Poor School Sisters 
Notre Dame, with Mother Teresa Jesus foun- 
dress and first superior general. 

Today the School Sisters Notre Dame have 
the United States 560 schools, Canada, 
South America, and five Puerto Rico. 
‘They include three colleges— Notre Dame 
Maryland, Mount Mary Milwaukee, and 
College Belleville, 118 high schools; 
433 elementary schools; five orphanages; two 
schools for the deaf; three catechetical schools; 
six schools for Negroes; one for Chinese 
Chicago; and one for Indians Harbor Springs, 
Mich. 

The Sisters have 6311 members America 
teaching 151,816 children. They have five prov- 
inces: Milwaukee; Baltimore; St. Louis; Mankato, 
Minn.; and Waterdown Ontario, Canada. The 
general mother house the congregation 
Munich, Bavaria. Mother Almeda superior 
general. Mother Fidelis, the commissary gen- 
eral America, resides the mother house 
Milwaukee, Wis. 


SAVE THE SCHOOL LUNCH PROGRAM 


For more than decade the Federal Govern- 

ment has been offering aid the states for 
school lunch program. With the President’s signa- 
ture June 1946, Public Law 396 became 
providing aid all schools, public 
private, for school lunch program, the state 
the schools would match the federal contribu- 
tion, dollar for dollar, and conduct its program 
nonprofit basis.
